The census reports
estimate the value of the 33,000 lives
lost annually from typhold fever at
$212,000,000, The experts estimate
that the total loss from contaglous
diseases, Including tuberculosis, (s
$760,000,000 » year, of which 40 per
cent., or $300,000000, 1s preventable.
The cost of preventlon would be a
mere fraction of the cost of preventa-
ble disenses and there should be no
false economy In expenditures for the
campalgn agalnst contagion. The
health of the people is the greatest as-
sot of the natlon,

With the exception of about 4,000
of the Northeastern Rallway
Company, which was not a party to
the strike settlement agreement, and
3,000 Manchester men all the unions
passed resolutions In favor of re-
sumption of work.

The Northeastern Company's em-
ployes demand un eight-hour day and
a two-shilling weekly advance in

Although the services on the other
lines have not yet been completely
restored the men in most cases pre-
sented themselves for duty Sunday
and a start was made toward remedy-
ing the disloeation caused by the
strike. During the day
ress was made In clearing the llnes
of freight trains, but it will be some

days before normal conditlons are
restored.

Unfortunately, because of the
block in the telegraph lines, the

manifesto of the strike leaders call
Ing upon the men to return to work
did not reach some points until this
morning, and during the night there
were disturbances at numerous
places, With the exception of
Llanelly, Wales, however, there were
no serlous riots.

Tinkering With Issue Now Would
Upset Business.

CONGRESS WITHOUT FACTS.

President of the Opinion That No Pub-
lie Exigency Exists Reaulring
Revision In August Without
Adequate Information,

Washington.—President Taft car-
ried out his threat to veto the Wool
Tarift Bil). In a special message {0
the House of Representutives he char-
acterized the measure a blend of an
avowed tarif-fo=-revenue and antl-
protection measure with a professed
protection bill,

In explanation of his course Pres-
fdent Taft said the bill was not in
harmony with the platform on which
he was elected. Furthermore, he
declared that the Amerlean people
are “deeply Impressed with the con-
victlon' that the interest of the con-
suming public can be properly guard-
ed only by revising the tariff one
schedule nt a time, and then upon
“aecurnte and,sclentifieally acquired
Information."

That there s a widespread belief
that many of the rates in the wool
schedule are too high and In excess
any needed protection for the
woolgrower and manufacturer I8 ad-
mitted by President Taft, and he
suys he shares this belief. Asserting
that Deecember was the time fixed
by both the Republican and Demo-
cratle partles In the Inst Congress
for the submission of adequate in-
formation upon schedule K, with »
view to its amendment, the President
says there s no publie exigency "'re-
quiring revision In August without
adequate lnformation.”

After promising that the iariff
bonrd will be ready to report in De-
the President nsserts that
fallure of the present bill should not
bo regarded, therefore, as taking
awiy the only chance for reduction
by this Congress.

TWO AVIATORS FALL TO DEATH

International Aviation Meet

Chicago.—Two avintors,
| R Badger, of Plttsburgh,

voung men, lost thelr lives at
Internationnl Aviation Meet here
Tuesday. One hundred thousand
spectators looked om, In dying both
revenled the frallty of the eraft in
which two score morg aviators were
curving and gliding about In the alr,
with scarcely s pause for the deaths
of their contemporaries,

Death In both cases was due to
unexpected accidents, probably the
results of unsuspected defects in the
mechanism of the machines, and was
In no way caused by carelessness nor
lack of responsibilty of the drivers.

Badger, n wealthy youth, careened
to hig death in a pit in the aviation
field. There had been a flaw in one
of the wings of the propeller of the
Baldwin machine he drove, Centrif-
ugal force broke the propeller, up-
set the delfeate equilibrium of the
mnchine and Badger dashed 100 foet
to the bottom of the pit, his neck be-
Ing broken.

Jahnstone fell 500 feet under his
engine, and wes drowned as the re.
sult of an equally unsuspected defect,
Caught under the heavy engine in
the Molssant monoplane, he was car-
ried deep into Lake Michlgan, and
his body was not brought to the sur-
face until an hour later.
